1 . Claims 1 -46 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1,17, and 33 recite ". . .a platform for supporting and conveying the 
imaging system; an illumination source affixed to the platform, which said illumination source 
adapted to transmit light to a subject object, being scanned; a light detector affixed to the 
platform, said light detector adapted to collect the light reflected back from said object being 
scanned; and a data processing system in communication with the light detector for compiling 
data obtained from the reflected light to produce an image therefrom by using. . " the specified 
algorithm which is a feature that is not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent 
claims 2-16, 18-32, and 34-46 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
